The Axis in Africa had come to 


the end of the trail. On a glorious 
May day (May 7, 19-53) at -1:15 in 
the afternoon Bizcrtc was captured 
by the U. S. Second Corps aided 
by the French. Tunis was captured 
by the British First Army after 
advancing 23 miles in 36 hours. 
United States'armored forces were 
advancing toward the Gulf of 
Tunis to cut oft the retreating Axis 
troops. The Brtish pushed along 
the coast to slop the enemy from 
withdrawing into the hills'of the' 
Cape Bon Peninsula. 


Bombers were pouring death and 


destruction on the flccinc armies 
or Rommel. His desperate attempt 
to escape to the sea had failed. 
There was but one thing left for 
him—to escape to Italy by air and 
leave his bedraggled army behind 
him. 


Way 9 was a dismal day to the 


"all-powerful" Axis. Germans and 
Italians began surrendering uncon- 
ditionally en masse. Six great Ger- 
man commanders, headed by the 
proud Maj.-Gcn. Wilhbard Boro- 
wictz. surrendered to the Amer- 
ican General Bradley of the Sec- 
ond Corps. 


The death rat'.lc was gurgling in 


A 
few hours later, on May 10, British 
forces were advancing up both 
sides of Cape Bon peninsula to 
strangle Hitler's "supermen" with 
a last powerful grip. 


General Eisenhower, at hie head-- 


quarters, issued, this statement on 
May 12: "Organized resistance, ex- 
cept in isolated pockets of the 
enemy, has ceased.

New Uses Present 
New Challenge to 


State's Dairymen 


Urbana, 111.—There will be some

New types of milk bars and dairy 
stores feature milk drinks made 
of powdered chocolate milk,, malt- 
ed milk and powdered whole milk, 
according to P. H. Tracy, profes- 
sor of dairy manufactures. Uni- 
versity of Illinois ColU-KO of ARM- i although its flavor does not equal 


that of fresh milk, it is bemj; rm- 


he believes, if dairymen accept the 
challenge of cowpct.lion. l;j fact, 
he .sees an Increase in the demand 
for fiesh milk. 


The 
glowing 
use of stcnli/.ed 


evaporated milk products was dis- 
cussed by Tracy who said he bo- 
lievcd these products will be con- 
siderably improved and tliat they 
will have even wider use than now 
for baking, cooking and special 
chocolate diinks. 


Powdered whole milk—or milk 


in u paper bag as it is called—has 
advantages, too, he stated. It can 
be kept 1'or several months and 


nutritive value of the two kinds, 
but it is more convenient to use 
fresh milk because it is easier to 
serve it by pouring it from a bot- 
tle than to have to stop and mix 
the powder with water first. 


Tracy believes that fresh con- 


densed milk and frozen milk will 
come into wider use in the future. 
The war has proved that ship- 
ments 01 this kind can be made 
.succc-sifully. 
However, 
he 
felt 


that "trado burners lu'dden behind 
the cloak of sanitation might be 
set up to check this fotm of com- 
petition wheie milk supplies are 
limited or the pi ice is high due 


that fresh condensed milk has a 
flavor advantage over other types 
of condensed milk, takes up less 
space and that the cost should be 
less due to transportation and dc- 
livciy factors. 
"If food lockers 


become widely used in the home, 
as is predicted, frozen milk or 
unstcrllizcd condensed milk can be 
stored for weeks." Tracy said. 


In support of his belief that the 


demand for ficsh milk will in- 
crease. despite these postwar dairy 
developments, Tiacy says: "As a 
nation we aic more conscious of 
our nuttitional needs now tlian we 
ever were befoic. Our experts tell 


nourished. It is also true, that 
many of our boys and girls in 
military service are being cducat- 
•cd to drink milk. 
These people 


will be better milk drinkers when 
they return to civilian life than 
they wcie before they left for 
military service."
